Fix Speed Limit 


Edmonton’s move to establish 
an arbitary speed “hmit of 25 
Jniles per hour, in viewsof the 
increasing number of traffic ac- 
cidents, is being opposed by the 
branch in that city of the Alberta 
Motor Association. 


The association claims that 
this proposed step is unneceesary 


retrograde, and would work a 


hardship on drivers not merited 
nor jusutfied. 

The policy of fixing definite 
and inflexible speed limits has 
been considered by traffic and 
highway engineers the world 
over and the rule of “driving at 
a speed which is reasonable or 
proper” is almost universally 
established. 

C. H. Grant, K.C., councel for 
the Alberta Motor Association, 
says that an analysis of the 
causes of accidents which result- 
ed in the death of pedestrians 
shows that with but few excep- 
tions, speed was not the cause. 
In Washington. D.C., for example 
an analisys of 474 deaths showed 
that 208 were due to crossing a 
street at a point that was not on 
a crosswalk, while 44 were as- 
cribed to people orossing against 
the signals. 

Motorists at the same time 
ought not to driye at unreason- 
able speeds through the centre 
of businese districts where streets 
are lined with parked cais and 
buildings blocked the vision up 
to the very cornera. 

A city may establish speed 
limits in the vicinity of schools 
and on bridges, but it is given 
no authority to establish limits 
elsewhere, Mr, Grant contends.
